MINISTER BACKS 
MIGRANT CLUBS 


The Minister for Immigration (Mr. Snedden) 
last week strongly defended the national groups 


and clubs of migrants. 


In his speech at the Good 
Neighbourhood Council of 
NSW, Mr. Snedden spoke 
of the country’s needs to 
hold on to the migrants. 

He said between 9 and 
16 percent of migrants 
tended to return home after 
a period in Australia. 

“Australians must be 
elastic, even radical in their 
response to people from 
other countries if we want 
our immigration program 
to continue,” he said. 

He was in favor of what 
many people might consider 
an almost heretical view — 


increased involvement of 
national groups and clubs 
in the integration of 
_ migrants. 

“Their great advantage 


to the new arrival is that 
members can speak both 
their national language and 


English,” he said. 


“We must seek the 
increased help of these 
groups.” 

Mr. Snedden’s statement 


strongly contradicts earlier 
tumors that the Immigra- 
tion Department is “criti- 
cal” of migrant-named and

MERDEKA WILL GROW 
WITHOUT AUSTRALIA 


— By LOU GAUTIER — 


Western Australia’s successes 
opened Australian soccer officialdom’s eyes for good. 


It must now be more ‘than 
ever evident that Australian 
soccer has fresh fields to con- 
quer in Asia. 

What Western Australia, 
considered by many as the 
Australian mainland’s weakest 
soccer State, has achieved, 
Australia can achieve, even 
better, af national team level. 

Australia went part of the 
way towards achieving this 
goal on last year’s Asian tour, 
but one still denotes a marked 
reticence towards a full, 
whole-hearted involyement in 
Asian soccer, 


NO INHIBITIONS 


Western Australia has no 
such inhibitions. 

Their president, Julius Re, 
has committed his State fully 
in Asian soccer. 

_ He paved the way for what 
is now WA’s “traditional” 
participation in the Merdeka 
Tournament at the 1966 Asian 
Games in Bangkok, which he 
attended for a week. 


There he made the personal 
contacts which opened the 
door to his State’s growing 
involvement in Southeast 
Asian football. 

Re didn’t have to wait for 
tangible results long: seven 
months later WA made their 
first appearance at the Mer- 
deka, creating history by 
becoming the first non-Asian 
team at one of Asia’s top 
sporting events. 

Western Australia have now 
become an integral part of 
the Merdeka — at Australia’s 
expense. 

INo matter how you look 
at it, the Australian Federat- 
ion has been snubbed. 

After declining repeated in- 
vitations to take part in the 
Merdeka, the Malaysian 
organisers now don’t even 
bother to enquire further as 
far as the national team is 
concerned. 

When they think of “Aus- 
tralia”, they now automatical- 
ly refer to Western Australia, 
whose officials were quick to 
seize on the opportunity, 


at the Merdeka Tournament should have 


though they still have to pay 
half their fares. 

Let’s hazard a guess that 
after their performances this 
year, Western Australia will 
get the full VIP treatment at 
future Merdekas and will 
travel thereafter at the Ma- 
Jaysian FA’s cost. 


“MURDERED” 


Western Australia’s entry in 
the Merdeka was greeted with 
derision and righteous indig- 
nation in some ASF quarters 
last year. 

“They'll get murdered, and 
bring shame to Australia’, 
was the consensus of opinion.

Aston said he was astoun- 
ded to learn that it was 
compulsory for referees to 
attend all SA meetings and 
fitness training sessfons. 

He refereed 29 inter- 
nationals, an FA Cup nxal 
and World Cup matches 
during his 37 years as a top 
official.

1967 against Djakarta and 
Indonesian XIs. 
The Aussies’ only lapse 


was against Japan (not their 
crack Olympic team), against 
whom they lost 1-0. 

Western Australia then went 
on to beat Nationalist China 
3-2 before drawing with Sin- 
gapore 4-4. 

As a result of this remark- 
able sequence they have quali- 
fied for the semifinals which 
were played last Tuesday at 
Kuala Lumpur. 

With the exception of North 
Korea, Iran, Israel and the 
full Japanese Olympic~ team, 
the cream of Asian soccer 
is in Malaysia. 

And from what I saw at 
the 1966 Asian Games in 
Bangkok, South Korea are 
not far -behind Israel and 
Iran; actually they're very 
much on a par with Iran, the 
Asian Games runners-up. 

I can safely say that North 

Korea is in a class of its own 
in Asia, followed by Japan, 
whose vast improvement may 
de demonstrated at the Olym- 
pics in October. 
But every other Asian coun- 
try is well within reach of any 
Australian team as WA proy- 
ed eloquently. 


Of course, they don’t rate 
too highly in world soccer, 
but then does Australia? 
Those who dismiss the 
successes of Australia in 1967 
and WA this year as having 
been achieved against second- 
rate opposition should think 
twice. 

As a child must learn to 
crawl before he can even 
attempt to walk, Australian 
soccer can only achieve any 
sort of international standing 
progressively, and Asia is the 
ideal testing ground. 

Our officials, and a major- 
ity of our fans, however, are 
engrained with a “European” 
r “British” complex. 

They are looking at it from 
the wrong end. European soc- 
cer shouldn’t be our yard- 
stick — not yet anyway. 

It’s in Asia that we have 
to prove ourselves. The sooner 
the lesson is learnt, the better 
for Australian soccer. 
Western Australia have seen 
the light. Australia, as a 
whole, hasn’t. 

WA’s gain, paradoxically, is 
Australia’s loss. 

But how can you expect 
those who arranged a mean- 
ingless second-rate Cardiff 
City tour in prefreence to 2 
trip to the Merdeka Tourna- 
ment — even if we had to 
pay for the whole venture 
ourselves — to see it this way?
